A PLAN TO DESTROY OUR 
| _ TAX SOURCES. 


Representative Frear of Wisconsin, a La Fol- 
lette disciple in the house, has prepared a new tax 
program which he hopes to have enacted into law 
through the support of various radical elements 
in the next congress. In brief, his theory is that 
taxes must be increased rather than reduced, and 
that both this additional burden and part of the 
present burden upon smaller taxpayers should be 
transferred to the shoulders of the most prosperous 
individuals and businesses. 

One of his proposals is the restoration of. the 
wartime excess profits tax, with slight changes. 
The business of this country, and the workers who 
ébthin ‘wages and salaries from business, know 
what that would mean. It proved in operation 
and cannot fail to prove again, if restored, a bur- 
den so crushing as to ruin many businesses and 
throw innumerable persons out’ of employment, 
thus not only cutting off their incomes but remov- 
ing such businesses and such employés as a source 


Another proposal ig to tax stock dividends. It 
ignores the fact that stock dividends are not 
money, but paper, and if taxed would have to be 
hypothecated or sold, probably at a loss, to pay 
tax. It ignores the fact that any cash which 


is already taxed, thus, in effect, taxing the divi- 
dends, It would @iscourage the issue of stock divi- 
dends, which in reality is the use of surplus oF 
reserve funds for business expansion. Thus it 
would help to check the development of business 
which otherwise would add to the total of wealth 
in the nation and thereby improve sources of 
taxation. 

Other proposals would provide for increase of 
the inheritance tax, and enactment of a gift tax. 
The inheritance tax idea, perhaps, is the most 
plausible of all the suggestions. But, overdone, 
it may be the most dangerous. That tax has 
gained support on the theory that great for- 
tunes should be broken up; that such vast power 
as rests in the wealth of a Rockefeller, a Ford, or 
a Morgan should not be handed intact to an heir 
who has done nothing to earn it, and who might 
use it disastrously,. 

‘But Frear forgets, and those radicals who would 
support his plans forget or ignore, the fact that 
the present system of taxation already provides 
tor the breaking up of such fortunes. State and 
federal inheritance taxes already take more than 
a third of such fortunes, ‘The federal inheritance 
tax law takes 20 per cent of fortunes of more than 
$5,000,000, or 25 per cént of fortunes of more than 
$10,000,000. The Illinois state inheritance tax law 
takes 14 per cent of fortunes in excess of $520,000. 
In addition, the federal income tax takes approx: 
imately half the income from the great fortunes, 
Or iwhich, in effect, is equal to confiscating half the 
property. Thus, in effect, we find half of the great 
fortunes taken by the. income tax, and one-third 
of the remainder subject to seizure for inheritance 
tax, or a total of five-sixths of such fortunes 
already subject to complete absorption by govern- 
mental agencies. 

That already provides for the breaking up of 
great fortunes with a vengeance., It is obvious 
that any additional taxes which Representative 
Frear may seek’ must be directed at the remaining 
| one-sixth of each great fortune which now escapes. 
Such a program would destroy the goose which 
lays the golden eggs. First it would destroy the 
incentive for great productive enterprise, because 
the more prgfitable a man made his business the 
more he would be penalized. Later it would de- 
stroy the business itself. 

Take, for example, a hypothetical case of a man 
whose father has built up a $100,000,000 business. 
Half the income of that business goes to the gov- 
ernment. The founder and father dies, State and 
federal taxes, as they exist today, not as Repre- 
sentative Frear plans to “ improve” them, impose 
a debt of 39 per cent on that $100,000,000. The heir 
must sell the business of mortgage it to pay this 
$39,000,000 inheritance taxes. Assume he mort- 
gages it for one-third its value. Five years later 
he dies. The business goes to his heirs) They 
‘must pay one-third its Value in inheritance taxes. 
They must put on a mortgage of more than 
$20,000,000 to pay their inheritance tax. The busi- 
ness is mortgaged to 60 per cent of gts value. 
Nothing short ef a miracle can save it from col- | 
lapse. With its demise thousands of persons are 
thrown out of work, probably some industrial cen- 
ter dies, banks and innumerable small businesses 
collapse, and the government is left to pluck 
feathers from a dead goose instead of taking golden 
eggs from its nest. 

‘That is the end to which Frear and his asso- 
clates are working. .It means the collapse of our 
entire economi¢ system if carried to the lengths 
they favor. The sane part of this country’s popu- 
lation must understand the issue and organize to 
protect, not only their personal interests, but the 
institutions and future of this country.

TOBACCO—HABIT FORMING 


DRUG. 
OBACCO is a habit forming drug 
quite as much so as opium and al- 
cohol and even more so than co- 
caine. Even more than in the case 
of opium and alcohol, users of tobacco 
acquire a tolerance for the drug. 
The boy who smokes his first cigar 
needs nothihg to convince him that he 
has taken a dr He is nauseated, per- 
haps vomits, is dizzy, breaks out in a 
cold sweat, feels very uncomfortable, as 
well as unhappy and, in all probability, 
winds up with a headache. But if he 
tries it again and then again, he pres- 
ently arrives at a state of tolerance 
when the ordinary dose causes none of 
the symptoms so much in evidence after 
that first dose. 
His degree of tolerance becomes s0 
great that he has no difficulty in con- 
vincing himself that the drug no longer 
harms him, in fact is willing to maintain 
against any opponent that tobacco is 
beneficial rather than harmful. Hence, 
there have arisen two armies of combat- 
ants, one claiming that tobacco is harm- 
ful, the other that it is not. 


~o 

Some of the reasons for the uncertain- 
ty on this question are made piain in a 
recent editorial in the Journal of the 
American Medical A&ssociation. The edi- 
torial quotes extensively -from recent 
scientific literature. Bamberger says 
that tobacco smoke contains from 7.2 to 
26 parts per 1,000 carbon monoxide. Car- 
bon monoxide is a fatal poison in cer- 
tain doses. Henderson says that air 


‘containing 7.2 to 25 per cent carbon mon- 


oxide for one hour is poisonous. If a 
person inhales tobacco smoke five times 
a minute for one hour, his blood will be- 
come 22 per cent saturated with carbon 
monoxide. ‘“ But,” says the editorial, 
“rarely doeg a man smoke hard enough 
to more than 10 per cent saturate his 
blood.” 

Right here it is easy to see the rea- 
son for diverging views. One man has 
been harnfed by 22 per cent or knows 
that harm results at that point. The 
other man has never gone above 10 per 
cent ; has never felt harm and spéaks out 
of his experience. 

But carbon’ monoxide is not the only 
poison in tobacco ar -agt 


Cigaret smoke daateniice 14 to 33 per 
cent of the nicotine of tobacco. There 
is five milligrams of nicotine in each 
cigaret. Sixty-seven per cent of the 
nicotine of tobacco smoke is absorbed in 
ordinary smoking and 88 per cent when 
the smoke is inhaled. However, con- 
siderable of the nicotine is thrown off 
with the expectorated saliva,. The drool- 
ing which is so much in evidence with 
e beginning smoker is an effort of the 
system to eliminate nicotine. 

One smoker, inhaling, will absorb 36 
milligrams of nicotine in one hour. If 
he puffs without inhaling, he absorbs 
27.5 milligrams. Ten men smoking ciga-

half hour. A smoker must take twice 
that amount to be affected by it.

—will applaud the fairness of your edi- 
torial in this morning’s TRipuNE. You 
indorse the codperative marketing’ bill, 
but with some reservations. We believe 
that these reservations would not be 
there if you understood that every pro- 
| vision: of the bill is based on an actual 
' experience in the operation of a farmers’ 
cojperative marketing association. The 
bill is complicated because the technique 
of codperative marketing, involving the 
whole range of farm products, is compll- 
cated. The corporation laws of Illinois 
are not so simple, either, for that matter. 
If any one can writé a bijl that is sim- 
pler and clearer and still not interfere 
with the purposes of the legislation the 
organized farmers of Illinois will doubt- 
less be glad to employ him. 

We agree that the multiplication and 
complication of laws affecting coépera- 
tion is dangerous. But this bill is an at- 


tempt to standardize the codperative 
: laws of the various states, to simplify 


the codperative code. Practically the 
same bill has been passed and is now a 
law in Texas, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, South Dakota, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Alabama, North Carolira, 
Kansas, Idaho, Tennessee, Louisiana, 
Georgia, Kentucky, North Dakota, Wash- 
ington, and Montana. This same Dill 
was passed this week by the legislatures 
in Colorado and Missouri. It is pending 
in Illinois, Minnesota, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, and Maine. It passed recently by 
overwhelming majorities in Indiana and 
New Jersey, but in both states was ve- 
toed by governors who were ill advised. 


Experience shows that cotperative as- 
sociations, like banks, are peculiarly sen- 
sitive to attacks. by unscrupulous Mars. 
Moreover, they are often victims of or- 
ganized conspiracy, using weapons of 
falsehoods and slander. A bank has legal 
protection against a liar who circulates 
a false report and starts a run on the 
bank. A codperative association is en- 
titled to similar protection. The favor- 
ite method of the little speculator in try- 
ing to get a farmer to break his con- 
tract is to whisper about that the “ co-op 
is busted” and its doors are closed. He 
strikes at the heart of codperation and 
should be liable for misdemeanor. If co- 
| operative marketing associations are not 
| necessary to the public welfare, their in- 
If 
they are necessary to thespublic welfare 
they should be protected when they are 
organized. 

An inviolable contract is essential to 
successful codéperative marketing. The 
association must know how much prod- 
uct it has and must have title to the com- 
modity in order to finance it and move 
it into consumption in an orderly man- 
ner. But the fact that farmers want to 
sign long term, binding contracts to 
market their products collectively is a 
mystery to the speculative minded op- 
ponents. As one of the prominent “ ve- 
toers ” is said to have obs’erved: “ Why, 
under this law there is no way for a 
farmer to get out of his contract!” 
There are legislators down at Spring- 
field now who seem chiefly concerned in 
inventing some method for crawling out 
of a codperative contract. 

The penalty clauses do not arise from 
mistaken zeal on the part of the friends 
of the bill, but from mistaken zeal on 
the part of middlemen in destroying 
farmers’ codperatives in the past. 

The farmers of Illinois do not ask in 
this or any other bill charity or subsily 
or special privilege. ‘The state author- 
izes special types of corporation for every 
special type of commercial business. The 
farmers ask only for the right to form 
the kind of corporate entity necessary to 


merchandise the products of their farmy 


in an orderly and business-like way-q 
right now enjoyed under this same bij 
in many other states of the union.

Boiled Potatoes. 


A eorrespondent has recently con- 
fessed to a liking for plain boiled po- 
tatoes. How to do it? So much de- 


pends upon the potato that it is doubt- 
‘ful if amy general directions can be 


The unwilted, carefully han- 
nedigreed new potato cf ihe pies- 
ent market at 15 cents a pound might 
come out fairly well with any sort of 
treatment, but most potatoes require 
the treatment that their age and type 
and condition imposes. 

And, by the way, this is the séason 
to take full advantage of out-of door 
and air cooling, of all the vegetables in 
particular. Note the new cabbage in 
the grocer’s displays. Perhaps it has 
not been out more than a day in the 
many flavored and warm air, but it 
will show it is wilted. 

Potatoes do not show the wilt as 


readily but they do breathe whatever 
air they must, and this changes their 
flavor and makes it necessary to give 
them a different sort of treatment 
from those that are fresh. Cooling 
or refrigerating in a clean draft of 
air is far superior to cooling in a closed 
box, even if it is ventilated, as most 
are not, to perfection. 


There is, the food laboratories tel! 
us, valuable mineral matter close to 
the skin of the potato, and therefore 
it is best to boil it in its jacket. Nev- 
ertheless, if you boil in a lot of water . 
because’ hot water is so great a dis- 
solver, a lot of that precious ‘stuff 
will get dissolved, and besides that the 
precious mineral water in the potato 
may get extended by water logging. 
The raw potato has over 78 per cent 
water and the rightly boiled only about 
75 per cent. Boiling a potato ten 
minutes in its skin, rubbing this off, 
and then gently cooking it in steam is 
one way to save a and sees.
